The foundation to be *unk three fee», oraem ucli 
deeper ae may b« iieceseary to make the faliric eeciiro, (o be 
built up solid and laid in the beat lime mortar ; the tower to be 
tfiiiiy leet high frain the aurface of the ground, the diameter 
of thu base t o be eighteen teet. and that of (be top aiiie leet, 
the thick пене of the walls at the base to be three feet, and to 
be tini'ornily graduated to twenty inches at the top, the 
top lelie arched, on whicli is t« he laid a deck of snap stone, 
eleven fcel in diameter, and four Inches thick, llie piece«form­ 
ing it to he clamped together with Iron clamps set in lead,ami 
the joint« filled with lead. On one side of the deck to tie a
